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information, some way or another ..!! 

In Western countries, written, audio, or video pamphlets are 
often distributed to patients needing various procedures, such as 
endoscopy, appendicectomy, stone disease, etc. As doctors we find 
them very helpful. When ordinary people get proper information, 
they cooperate better with a doctor or a nurse. 

If this is so in the field of medicine, why not in the field of 
future marital relations, which will permanently affect their lives. I 
suggest that similar instructive material, in booklets or slides or 
whatever form, should get mass-produced by responsible psycholo- 
gists and teachers. They should stay as a property of every school. 

It should be mandatory that for every student, boy or girl, a 
parent must receive a copy, keep it for one week, and then return it 
signing that he or she has discussed it with his child. In this way the 
informations will gain confidentiality, authority, as well as emotional 
content. They could be graded in their detail, from ten year olds up 
to eighteen. 

This would surely allow the correction of any PRIOR MISIN- 
FORMATION, not only for the student, but also for the parent ! ! 

In my view, such knowledge will prove much more 
valuable for the future of any Nation, than prescribing 
an extra course in physics , geography or history.

You can recall hundreds and thousands of similar examples 
The physical act of love entails a sort of invasion or domination of a 
male over a submitting female. The faint un-deniable sense of humili- 
ation can only get flavoured by a feeling of exclusivity. The belief 
that the relationship is exclusive, and special. The engagement ring is 
me ultimate symbol of that specialness, and / or respect. Even the 
most liberated feminist , Ms Simon de Beauvoir, couldn't bear the 
idea that her devoted lover, Jean-Paul Sartre, started to cheat on her 
5>ne revenged by initiating a second simultaneous relationship with an 
American writer. K 

Even in marriage, a certain dose of " RESPECT " is very 
essential for a healthy relationship. I often see spouses taking each 
other tor granted, and denying each other the simplest signs of 
courtesy and respect , which they would readily offer to any stranger 
in the street. 3 5

In all these examples the factor of" RESPECT ^ ^ w «agw^ 
ed that the relationship gets thinned out into WORSHIP rattier 
than love. And I don't agree with the dictionary that says it is 
"HARMLESS " First it doesn't fit with human nature, it won t 
work. Second, if we all become platonic lovers then we can kiss 
Mankind good-bye in less than one century. 

In my surgical practice I often see honey-mooners running into 
trouble. In some cases I find the groom swimming in animmaginary 
romantic world, so much so that I have to talk him down to a sense of 
S i try to wash down his extreme sense of " respect towards 
the bride. Then, and only then, is their problem spontaneously 
solved. 

Now, for the other extreme of " DISRESPECT " The best 
example is sex slavery. Similarly also is bartered sex, in which sex is 
exchanged for money or privileges. Another name is prostitution and 
by the way it is the same whether in dark street corners or sophisticat- 
ed business lounges. 

Neither you nor me would like to wade into academic books or 
enyclopedias. A look upon our ordinary life is more than enough. 
Human ordinary life is faithfully reflected in literature, short stones, 
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services offered to married women. 

(h) Abortion must be legalised and facilitated, and I must be the 
ultimate authority in this regard. Neither the father-to-be nor the baby- 
to-be, nor the society should have any say. 

(i) If I wish to keep a child, it must be named after me. I must 
be treated as a legitimate mother, and get all the governmental facili- 
ties and subsidies given to wedded mothers.

Having presented these ugly examples, they shoot and proceed 
directly towards the extreme opposite end of the human sexual spec- 
trum. Here are some of the ideas and slogans they keep on repeat- 
ing over and over again : 

(a) Same as men, I need not be beautiful, either naturally or by 
artificial aids. 

(b) My body belongs to me, neither my family nor the society 
can dictate any norms in this regard. 

(c) Circumcision, whether male or female is mutilation against 
an un-consenting un-aware human being. In female circumcision the 
girl is robbed of her sensitive clitoris, thus denying her sexual pleas- 
ure in future. The false rationale in archaic societies is that this will 
lessen sexual promiscuity. In male circumcision the prepuce covering 
the glans is removed, under the dubious claim of clealiness and less 
chance of cancer. We believe the religious origin is sacrificial : The 
symbolic removal of the tip of the infantile phallus instead of the neck 
of the boy. We, feminists, believe the skin of the sensitive glans 
should stay covered, as created. When exposed to friction and the 
elements, it thickens like the rest of the skin and its sensitivity dimin- 
ishes. This delays both male and female satisfaction, and is surely 
one cause of drug addictions. 

(d) I must not shy of directly approaching any man I like, or 
be inhibited in initiating any sexual relationship I desire. 

(e) Marriage is a " bond of sex slavery " to a certain man, a 
principle which I positively reject. When I like a man, I'll live with 
him bonded only by my freewill, and not by a document signed by 
a third party. It should be the same too for a man in relation to a 
woman that he likes. I must always be financially independent, 
whether in or outside marriage. 

(f) I can obtain sexual pleasure in form of orgasm by means 
other than the humiliating submission to a man's male organ. 

(g) Without marriage, I must have access to all contraceptive 
means and facilities, including governmental and insurance subsidised 
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Drugs of the category of sildenafil citrate have added a very 
!^ rtant 5" mension to *e management of male difficulty. They are 
NOT aphrodisiacs in principle. They only act as a consequence to 
normal, ( possibly romantic ), sexual stimulation. In this way they 
are nearest as possible to the normal course of any relationship 
Doctors have found them most useful in honey-moon trouble, when a 
shy or inhibited couple run into difficulties. Same also in elderly men 
when there is no uncontrolled diabetes or serious organic disease. 

A word of precaution is necessary here. The elderly husband 
most probably has got an elderly spouse, with much less desire than 
before. Isn't it Mother-Nature's way of tailoring their mutual needs f 
pis factor should be carefully and mutually considered before em- 
barking on any therapeutic measure. Rich elderly men marrying much 
younger spouses are sticking their necks for a host of perils. In my 
view it is one form of prostitution rather than marriage.

THE PRESENT "FEMINISTIC" VIEWS IN 
REGARDS TO SEX : 



Staunch feminists point to the extremes of the spectrum in this 
regard, and then say this is not human, who can accept that ?. The 
examples they drum up are found in Afghanistan, Jordan, rural 
Egypt, and subSaharan Africa. 

Up to last year, a modern day representative of the dark ages 
could still be witnessed in Afghanistan. There, women are home pris- 
oned, cannot learn, and cannot work. They are just little better than 
breeding cattle. In Jordan there exists a law that allows a brother or a 
cousin to kill a girl under the slightest pretext of sexual misconduct 
The man gets only a nominal punishment. In rural Egypt and subSa- 
haran Africa, the habit of female circumcision still thrives. It started 
as an African habit, totally un-related to Islam, but wrongly labelled as 
religious through ignorance. The habit is officially outlawed in Egypt 
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Third, we come to the mechanisation of sex. When a society 
gets so much centered around sex, artificial boosters will soon get 
in heavy demand. Aphrodisiac herbs, medicines, and drugs are as old 
as humanity, but in Americanised sex they were not enough. To suit 
the demand, American doctors started to research with the purpose 
of making the American male almost " perpetually " adequate. 
Silicone rod implants into the male organ were the first procudures 
performed. Later came the scientific research into the " hydraulics " 
of the male organ , and the possible pharmacological or operative 
treatments. The latest gimmick is the malleable implants that can 
get inflated at will, same as you inflate a car tire. It costs thousands 
of dollars, is prone to frequent mechanical failures, as well to a 
host of complications. But lots of American doctors find it now a very 
profitable sub-specialty indeed. 

These are surely impressive technological feats, but have they 
brought happiness to the indoors of the American family ? 



AN EXPERT OVERVIEW OF MECHANICAL SEX 
AIDS: 

Unquestionably they taint the spontaneity of romance. Further, 
from the medical point of view, you have to be in the same city as 
the engineer-doctor who fixed it, in case you need maintenance or 
repair, ( same as a sophisticated computerised car ..!). The manufac- 
turers spend millions of dollars in advertisement, and in soliciting 
the co-operation of doctors. But the fact remains that, strictly 
speaking, the indications are much more limited than claimed by 
the publicity fanfare. I feel sorry for those young patients who seek 
these gadgets as their easy-way-answer for a failed relatioship. 
Most probably the reason for a failed marriage is not in the hydraulics 
or machinery. I've seen so many of them jump from one relationship 
into another inspite of their costly successful mechanics. 

Mechanical sex aids have a definite role in maintaining some 
relationships, especially in older age, provided the relationship is 
MUTUALLY strong and healthy to start with. Spouse counselling 
should never start by the mechanisation of marriage. 
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The key-word in all this is male ability to perform, male poten- 
cy. Its absence was termed " inadequacy " in the fifties and sixties. 
The recent term for that is called " erectile dysfunction ", rather than 
the clumsy word " impotence ". The American way of sex demands 
male readiness as an almost daily prerequisite. From the medical 
point of view this is NOT normal. 

Another important observation is mandatory at this point. 
You could have an indigestion, a pneumonia, or any form of TEM- 
PORARY failure of any of the systems of your body. But still you go 
on with your life after it in a normal way, with one very serious ex- 
ception : and that is any TEMPORARY failure in the sex system. 

Failing the demand, even once, puts an immediate poison into 
the relationship. The man feels inadequate and often gets terrified 
the woman feels rejected. THEIR NEXT ENCOUNTER GETS 
OVERSHADOWED BY THESE DANGEROUS DOUBLE 
DOUBTS, and gets doomed even before it starts. They start 
finding excuses to avoid sex, and it becomes only a matter of time 
before another home gets broken, and both partners earn the title of 
ex-spouse, all under the false pretext of a lost love. 

Oddly enough each spouse soon gets better luck with another 
partner, ( which further shows the temporariness of the whole sex in- 
cident ). Unfortunately the viscious circle can start any time in the 
new relationship. Since Americans insist on marital monogamy as a 
principle, the whole process can be funnily nick-named as " serial 
monogamy ". 

The keystone in all this is a host of wrong concepts about the 
principles of human sex relationships. First, the permissiveness 
removes the romantic aspect of sex, and renders it nothing more 
than physical attraction. Sex-appeal was the term invented in the six- 
ties for that. From the medical point of view, physical attraction , 
( male or female ), varies from day to day, and definitely dimin- 
ishes over the years. 

Second, expecting sex as a "DUTY " from either partner, and 
especially from the male, makes it very difficult to succeed. A woman 
could just passively endure a duty or even fake satisfaction, but it is 
always a traumatising experience. 
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party, a funny nickname for girls who do not get asked for a dance is 
that they are " wallflowers " ). The worry even includes her parents 
as well. A tug-of-war starts between old fashioned modesty and chas- 
tity on one side, and free sex on the other side. Fear of pregnancy and/ 
or sexually transmitted disease is the main worry of parents, but rarely 
anything else. 

Consequently, the American boy is expected to join the 
game, either as a platonic suitor, or as a sex partner. The game is 
called " dating ", that is having an evening appointment with a boy or 
a girl, with view of dinner, and whatever may come next. The spec- 
trum is wide enough : from a disco frenzy down to a private party m 
bed. It is always the girl who can set the limits. If her brakes get loose, 
then nothing can stop the boy unless he is a Saint. If he turns to be a 
Saint then oddly enough the girl will feel " rejected ". She will get 
second thoughts about her charm and beauty's worth. 



From the boy's point of view, each of these dates or encounters 
becomes a sort of "conquest ", about which he can brag among peers. 
Both teenagers are too young to grasp the subtle differences between 
physical attraction and real enduring love. The game creates an atmos- 
phere of laissez-faire, that removes any trace of reverence. In statistics 
it was found common for each boy or girl to have had several sex part- 
ners before getting married. All the American society does is to publi- 
cise health and contraceptive precautions, and to dispense condoms 
free of charge. They may also ask their Senators and legislators to leg- 
alise abortion, and arrange programs for unwedded teen mothers. 



This background of teenage life in America has almost become 
the norm. Immigrants from conservative cultures often find it ex- 
tremely difficult to stay in America if they have teenage daughters. 



The permissiveness often carries on into the marital home as 
well With such permissive past, spouse infidelity is very common. 
Sexual jealousy, ( as we have seen ), is a very strong in-built genetic 
human trait. Hence infidelity is one common cause for a broken home, 
followed by another bid at the merry-go-round. 
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By definition, a gene for homosexuality, ( if it exists ), 
would be a sterile one. It couldn't get transferred into future gen- 
erations ..!! 

Sometimes homosexuality is the only sexual outlet available in 
isolated uni-sex groups such as boarding schools, nuns, celibate cler- 
gy, prisons, wars, and nomad life. 

Often the reason for homosexuality starts by the first exposure of 
the child to sexual knowledge, especially if it was by an ignorant peer 
or a malevolent caretaker. Sometimes parents would carelessly act 
with a small child in the room, believing that the child couldn't even 
notice. This is wrong, and if the child identifies with, and loves, one 
parent more than the other then seeds of homosexuality can get sown 
The trauma of sexual abuse in childhood, ( especially by an adult of 
the same gender ), may also initiate homosexual inclinations in later 
life. 

A third uncommon cause, which occurs before birth, ( and by 
the way is scientifically accepted ), is when pregnant women get hor- 
monal treatments that could expose the fetus to abnormal doses of 
male or female hormones. This could sensitise the fetal brain into the 
wrong sexual orientation. Pregnant mothers should better remember 
this, as well as should behave themselves in ways of smoking, drink- 
ing, and the abuse of drugs.

THE " AMER1CANISATION " OF SEX : 

Up to the mid twentieth century the pace of life in many parts of 
the world was not much different. It was possible to generalise about 
matters such as marriage, family , and sex. But recently new factors 
are developed that could be summarised by the word " Americanisa- 
tion " as the best example. 

Americans are obsessed with sex. Once a girl crosses into the 
teens she gets very worried if she gets no male attention. ( In a dance 
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HOMOSEXUALITY : 

People who defend " Genetic-Determinism " often desperately 
try to extend its significance into the everyday morals and norms. A 
lawyer could argue that his serial-killer client is innocent, his crimes 
were committed NOT BY HIM , but by his genes. Homosexuals 
argue that it is not their fault to be different from the mainstream, 
because " IT IS ALL IN THE GENES " Hence they demand 
legitimacy, equal rights, and even representation in legislative bodies. 



All this is not true, it is a sort of wishful thinking by people 
who, deep in their souls, wish to defend themselves against what the 
rest of society considers as weird behaviour. A recent title for a scien- 
tific article in " Newsweek " reads as such : [ No, it is not all in the 
genes ..! ]. Scientific behavioural research has clearly shown that 
NURTURE, ( by environment, society, and family ), gives more 
than 80 % of the end-result character of any man or woman. What 
the genes provide for a newborn is only a background of extrovert or 
introvert personality , an aggressive or non-aggressive temperament .. 
etc. All the rest of the build-up of the child's characters gets shaped by 
his nurture, and especially so by the sort of intimate relationship he 
had with his parents, particularly the mother. 



Developmental psychologist Jerome Kagan of Harvard Universi- 
ty reported as long ago as the late seventies that shyness has a strong 
genetic component. Inspite of that, he found that if parents provide 
extra nurturing and a gentle but firm guiding hand , by the age of 4 
most previously inhibited children overcome their " innate " shyness. 
[ Quoted in NESWEEK, special edition titled " Your Child " fall / 
winter 2000 , page 60 ]. 

We may indeed come " ready-made from the factory ", almost 
like a television set. But many of our genes seem to operate like vol- 
ume controls. Good parenting and nurture can turn those volume con- 
trols up or down. In the field of raising children, we are not slaves to 
our genes. Hence, Western societies are now starting to ponder the 
excessively harmful effect of the literally absentee working mother. 
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By the way, polygamy is an accepted form of marriage in a 
certain Western society. They are the Mormons, a Christian sub-sect 
counting few million people. They came from Europe, and are mainly 
found now in Salt Lake City and the U.S.A. state of Utah. 

Cuckoldry is extremely difficult to swallow, even by the most 
evil-minded vulgar male. Husbands and wives who are, or have been 
infidel often have a strong double standard when it comes to one's 
own spouse. In some Oriental societies, murder of an adultress wife 
often goes mildly punished. Even in permissible Western-style socie- 
ties, the green evil of jealousy is often the underlying cause of thou- 
sands of revenge acts every year 

What ..?!, someone on the phone is saying that jealousy is noth- 
ing but a cumbersome result of society-imposed rules. What should I 
tell him ? 



I'll tell him he needs to go on a safari, and watch how a cheetah 
or a chimpanzee defend their females and chase any male trespas- 
ser. Sexual jealousy is a genetic trait that is represented, one way or 
another, m every bisexual creature on earth. And by the way, the sex 
gene of a chimpanzee is less than 1 % different from yours and 
mine. 



INCEST-AVOIDANCE : 

This is also a part of the sexual architecture of human life, espe- 
cially between parents, their offspring, sisters and brothers. This 
general rule was only broken in certain archaic societies, as in some 
Pharaonic Royal Dynasties. They believed that their Divine Royal 
blood shouldn't be allowed to mix with common blood. 

Incest avoidance is originally a GENETIC TRAIT present in 
all sexually producing forms of life, even in the Plant Kingdom. 

Detailed consideration is outside the scope of this article. 
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no more than one sentence : The human female can achieve that bliss 
only if she feels LOVED, RESPECTED, and SECURE. That is 
all The human male can achieve such bliss ONLY as a reflection 
from his female. This is the main wisdom that any couple can gain 
from the whole study. 

Any otherwise sex, ( paid sex, loveless sex, casual or imper- 
sonal sex, forced sex, etc ), will give both partners nothing more 
than a transient elusive moments of fun. It is almost always followed 
by mutual detestation and disgust. The background of the whole rela- 
tionship will always be enmity and loathing, albeit under many 
masks. 

King Herod had Salome dancing in his own palace. He could 
very easily get her body. Then why is he promising to give half his 
kingdom, or anything, to get her ? Because he will not get the same 
ego-satisfying pleasure by forcing her. He NEEDS her obliging, 
willing, satisfied total submission in genuine feminine desire. 

Nothing in the world can tickle the ego of a human male better 
than that ..! History is full of stories of dynasties that have fallen apart 
for nothing but this luring fantasy in the mind of the human male. 

i As doctors we identify success in a marital relationship when 

we notice that sex is performed only at spontaneous mutual desire. 
Whenever sex is discussed as a DUTY performed by either partner 
towards the other then the relationship is surely unhealthy. Same also 
when sex gets used as a bargaining chip in marital disputes. 



SEXUAL JEALOUSY : 

Secondary to the strong urge of sex in Mankind, it got mixed 
with the " private ownership " urge, and there we got sexual jealousy. 
Each partner, male or female, considers the other as BELONGING 
to him, and as defendable as his money, his house, and his land. 

Statistical research, in various human groups, shows that sexual 
jealousy is an in-born genetic human character. Polygamous marriage 
is permissible in some Oriental societies, but only with the clear un- 
derstanding of the extreme psychological trauma to the first spouse. 
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And so sex in humans carries in its features a lot of psychologi- 
cal pleasures, besides the physical pleasure of intercourse. Perhaps 
the human genes are made that way in order to secure the protec- 
tion, ( mora! & Financial ), badly needed by the pregnant woman 
and her baby, for a future of at least sixteen years (..!!). 

A couple can never " MAKE 99 love .. they can only "FEEL " 
love ..!! What they make is a physical act that could be compared 
in the back of their minds to an act of urination. Hence the need to 
mask it by the 44 AMBIANCE ", the dimmed lights, the music, the 
perfume, the modesty, and all the paraphernalia of mood-creation. 
What does a couple do when they get startled by a phone : they invol- 
untarily cover their bodies. How many times has a young girl asked 
herself afterwards : is this IT ??!! 

The recent pornographic "idolisation " of physical orgasm is 
an offshoot of the meaningless bleak picture of human life created 
by atheism. It is a vain and hopeless campaign to compensate for the 
lost real pleasure. A few years ago a British minister lost his life in an 
attempt to 44 Maximise " his orgasm, ( allegedly by depriving his 
brain of blood and oxygen to the point of pre-coma ..!!). 

The real pleasure is the psychological and romantic part of it all 
: The female voluntary "SUBMISSION her feeling of being 
"POWERFULLY POSSESSED " by someone whom she adores and 
respects. Similarly also the male feeling of "POWERFUL POS- 
SESSION of BOTH THE BODY AND SOUL OF A WOMAN 
albeit gentle caring and discreet 

If sex is practiced with a background of mutual love and mutual 
respect, it will then give the human body and soul an ecstasy far be- 
yond the physical love per-se; regardless of any dreary circumstances. 
This explains the genuine happiness entertained by a poor peasant and 
his wife, even if they just barely live from one meal to another. 

A recent study was published in a book titled 44 Ordinary Wom- 
en, Extraordinary Sex ", [S. Scantling, & S. Browder, Dutton- 
Penguin, New York, 1993 ]. The authors describe how some women 
could achieve heights of sexual pleasure that deserved a new term : 
"sexational " ! The essence of the 250 pages can be summarised in 
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With the end of World War 2, feministic associations rapidly 
cropped everywhere. They extended their claims to job and pay equal- 
ity. Not only that, but they started as well to ponder another area for 
equality claims, that area .. was .. THE BEDROOM. 

Why, they asked, it is the man who " proposes " to a girl ? 
Why does a new wife change her maiden name ? Why the words 
Miss and Mrs automatically describe the marital status of a woman, 
while the word Mr tells nothing of the sort ? They invented a new 
word to better suit this claim, and that is Ms. , which is in common 
use in America today. 

Why, they further wondered, do women wear bras and high 
heels and fancy lingerie, just to please the eyes of men ? In 1968 a 
group of devoted feminists gathered in a famous demonstration in the 
U.S.A. where they put fire into a huge pile of bras and fancy under- 
wear, as well as thousands of perfume bottles. It is worthwhile to 
mention that during that demonstration a naughty newspaper com- 
mented that its reporter has cleverly discovered that the perfume bot- 
tles in the pile were just empty, and all the burnt underwear garments 
were utterly worn out .!!

A HISTORICAL PRELUDE : 

r w H . Um ^ n s ° cieties were mostly patriarchal throughout the historv 
of Mankind. The head of the family was usually the father or the 
grandfather. The head of the tribe was usually its eldest male sage At 
one time women were considered far inferior to men, unworthy of anv 
choice, opinion, property, or rights. At times they were considered 
as just another part of a man's wealth, same as the cows and horses he 
owned. In the Arabian desert the main source of mothers was women- 
slaves captured during inter-tribal wars. Thus any female newborn was 
a potential victim of enslavement to another tribe, and a potential 
source of future shame. Before Islam, she was simply buried alive 
few minutes after birth .. ! ! " lve 

Exceptions took place in various times in history, in various cul- 
tures, and in various geographical locations. But they were not the 
gcncr&i trend. 

This bleak picture of women's life started to change only with 
the advent of modern science, and industrialisation, mainly in Europe 
Part of the reason was the endless wars among European States Worn' 
en workers became more and more in need to fill in for the men lost or 
engaged m wars. 1 

Suffrage, ( voting rights ), was the first demand by women in 
Europe and America in the 19 th century. They claimed their ricmt to 
directly influence law-making and civic choices, instead of doin* that 
indirectly through husbands, fathers, or sons. In 1916 Finland was 
the first European State to grant voting rights to her women citizens 
In a little more than one generation most industrialised nations iust 
followed suit, in Europe, America, and Australia. 
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
